This  is  the  discovery  piece  which  has  recently  received  so 
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much  attention  in  the  numismatic  press.  This  attention  is 
well  deserved.  Hard  Times  tokens  are  perhaps  the  most 
studied  area  in  exonumia  and  for  this  token  to  go  undis- 
covered for  so  many  years  is  an  attestation  to  its  great 
rarity.  This  is  a unique  opportunity  for  the  specialist 
to  add  to  his  collection.  Within  the  means  of  his  pocket- 
book,  price  should  be  no  object  as  this  may  be  the  only 
opportunity  ever  to  obtain  this  great  rarity.

It  is  an  extremely  rare  card 
of  one  of  our  early  die  sinkers.  Little  is  known  about  him, 
yet  at  one  period  he  was  about  the  only  maker  of  dies  in 
NYC.  This  card  was  probably  published  in  the  1823-27 
period.  Trested  died  in  1829  and  his  business  was  purchased 
by  Wright  and  Bale.  Trested  cut  the  dies  for  the  Castle 
Garden  token  and  also  did  the  lettering  on  the  Erie  Canal 
Medal  designed  by  Durnad  and  Wright. 

This  variety,  with  the  eagle’s  head  to  the  left,  was  unknown 
to  Adams  when  he  wrote  his  article  on  Trested  in  the  1913 
Numismatist.  The  price  realized  for  this  token  is  likely  to 
be  the  surprise  of  the  show.  Certain  to  be  in  the  high  four 
figures.

Most  of  the  following  presidential  and  political  items  are  selec- 
tions from  the  collection  of  the  late  Nathan  Eglit.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  Melvin  Fuld,  Nate  Eglit  was  this  century’s  most  pro- 
lific writer  in  the  field  of  exonumia.  Although  he  is  best  known 
for  his  published  works  on  the  1893,  1904  and  1933  Worlds 
Fairs,  his  greatest  interest  was  in  the  political  realm.  He  was  an 
historian  with  a practiced  eye  for  the  common  threads  that 
history  weaves  throughout  the  centuries.  Throughout  this  sale 
and  our  next,  we  will  proudly  present  the  historical  relics  which 
so  intrigued  Nate  Eglit  and  which  he  collected  with  such  passion.

Curiously,  tin  impressions  are 
rarer  than  either  silver  or  bronze.  Our  specimen  is  a sharply 
struck  extremely  fine  and  is  the  variety  where  the  publisher’s 
name  J.  MANLY  & C has  been  erased.  The  Garrett  IV  specimen, 
also  an  extremely  fine,  was  crudely  holed  and  plugged  above  the 
head.

Official  Inaugural  Wledals 
of  the  Presidents  of  the  United  States 


What  follows  is  a small  but  mighty  selection  of  Official  Inaugural 
Medals.  For  the  past  ten  years,  these  medals  have  been  the  market 
leader  in  the  American  medal  field.  We  expect  new  price  records 
to  be  made  with  this  selection  for  it  contains  many  medals  that 
are  so  rare  that  they  have  never  seen  the  light  of  a public  auction.

1889  GOLD  HARRISON-MORTON  OFFICIAL  INAUGURAL 
BADGE.  MacNeil  BH  1 889-1 , 38mm.  Gold. 

Shortly  after  completing  my  book  on  inaugural  medals  and 
memorabilia,  I was  able  to  document  the  official  nature  of  this 
medal.  In  the  Official  Programme  of  the  Inaugural  Ceremonies 
for  1889,  in  a paragraph  entitled  “Badges  of  Committees  Con- 
nected with  Ball”  the  following  appears,  “Red,  white,  blue,  with 
diagonal  stripes,  as  follows:  Executive  Committee,  royal  purple; 
Reception,  black;  Floor  and  Promenade,  white;  Press,  cardinal; 
Banquet,  dark  blue;  Carriages,  pink;  Music,  olive;  Comfort  at  Ball 
Room,  dark  brown;  Ball  Room  Dress,  light  brown.” 

Although  no  mention  is  made  of  this  badge  having  a medal 
attached  to  it,  the  fact  that  it  is  described  as  being  red, 
white  and  blue  and  having  a diagonal  cross  ribbon  indicates 
to  me  that  the  described  badge  and  BH  1889-3  are  one  and 
the  same. 

There  are  two  known  specimens  in  gold,  both  of  which  lack 
the  CENTENNIAL  top  bar  and  the  suspension  ribbon. 
Apparently,  the  weight  of  the  gold  medal  was  too  much  for 
the  fragile  ribbon.  The  first  gold  medal  to  appear  was  sold 
at  auction  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  and  is  now  in  the  cabinet 
of  a prominent  West  Coast  collector.  The  second  piece  was 
sold  by  LaBarre  Galleries  in  1977  and  realized  $3500  in  a 
sale  in  which  the  major  inaugural  medal  collectors  did  not 
participate.  It  is  this  piece,  purchased  by  an  East  Coast  coin 
dealer  for  investment,  which  we  now  offer.  A lovely  AU, 
we  feel  it  is  worth  in  the  low  five  figure  range.

A superb  choice  uncirculated  example  of  this  rare  badge. 
Sharp  blue  CIVIC  backribbon.  The  red,  white  and  blue 
suspension  ribbon  is  perfect.

I his  medal  is  considered  by  many  to  be  the  most  desirable  of  all 
the  official  inaugural  medals.  The  combination  of  its  rarity,  one 
of  our  most  popular  Presidents,  our  foremost  American  sculptor 
and  the  reknowned  Tiffany  & Co.  is  hard  to  resist.  The  sale  of  a 
Tiffany-Roosevelt  has  always  been  the  occasion  for  numismatic 
headlines.  We  suspect  that  this  time  will  be  no  exception. 

I he  last  auction  record  for  this  medal  was  in  1978  when  Johnson 
and  Jensen  auctioned  the  A. A.  Weinman  specimen  for  a record 
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$5,700.00  to  a member  of  the  Roosevelt  family.  We  expect  this 
record  to  be  broken  when  the  hammer  falls. 

A marvelous  opportunity  to  acquire  one  of  the  most  famous 
of  American  medals!

1953  was  a year  of  inaugural  medal  experimentation.  It  was  the 
first  year  that  silver  medals  were  sold  to  the  public.  Medallic  Art 
Co.  also  considered  making  small  charm  replicas  of  the  medal. 
Dies  were  made  in  four  small  sizes;  31,  24,  21  and  18mm.  18 
Specimens  were  struck  in  gold  of  the  21mm  size  and  unique 
strikes  in  gold  were  made  of  the  18  and  31mm  sizes.  In  1977, 
we  auctioned  one  of  the  21mm  gold  charms  for  $2,450.00.  We 
recently  sold  another  for  $5,000.00.  Our  18mm  piece  presents 
the  advanced  collector  with  a unique  opportunity  to  obtain  a 
singular  addition  to  his  collection.  The  charm  has  obviously  been 
worn  on  a bracelet  for  it  shows  uniform  handling  marks.  We 
would  grade  it  VF/XF.

It  is  the  first  such  medal  to  be  publicly  auctioned, 
although  we  know  of  one  other  having  previously  changed 
hands.

When 
Senator  Hatfield  first  showed  Vice  President  Rockefeller  models  of  the  proposed  high  relief  medals, 
Rockefeller  rejected  them  immediately  and  said  that  he  wanted  only  a medal  in  coin  relief,  about  the 
size  of  a silver  dollar,  that  he  could  carry  in  his  pocket  and  give  to  friends  and  people  that  he  met. 

After  much  discussion,  Rockefeller  finally  relented  and  agreed  to  also  have  the  high  relief  medals  struck. 
When  he  finally  saw  the  finished  product,  he  was  so  pleased  that  he  lost  all  interest  in  the  coin  relief 
medals  and  decided  against  ordering  them.  Medal  lie  Art  Company,  which  had  made  dies  for  the  smaller 
medal,  struck  samples  for  the  Vice  Prresident  in  silver  and  bonze  and  later,  with  the  committee’s  per- 
mission, made  a dozen  each  of  these  medals  in  bronze,  antique  silver,  and  proof  silver  and  distributed 
them  to  Rockefeller,  members  of  the  committee,  and  others.

With  impetus  from  the  Garrett  Sale  IV  and  the  superbly  cata- 
logued sale  of  the  Hank  Spangenberger  Collection  by  Carl  Carlson 
of  NASCA,  U.S.  Mint  Medals  are  finally  coming  into  their  own. 
This  is  as  it  should  be,  for  these  medals  are  a veritable  chronicle 
of  American  history.  Even  this  aside,  there  is  much  to  appeal  to 
the  collector  instinct  in  all  of  us.  There  is  artistic  beauty:  the 
work  of  many  of  our  most  celebrated  sculptors  is  represented. 
There  is  a diversity  of  topical  interests:  collectors  with  an  interest 
in  our  Presidents,  military  history,  U.S.  Mint,  famous  people, 
Indian  Americana,  expositions,  etc.  can  all  find  something  in 
their  field  to  acquire.  Finally,  there  is  rarity.  As  Carl  Carlson 
pointed  out,  "...  a 'common'  copper  issue  (before  the  sand- 
blast finished  yellow  bronzes  began  in  1901 ) would  be  an  issue 
with  a mintage  of  200  or  so  — R-3  to  R-4  on  the  Sheldon  scale!". 

Those  of  us  who  have  had  a long-time  interest  in  this  field 
are  realizing  more  and  more  our  debt  to  Bob  Julian,  author  of 
"Medals  of  the  United  States  Mint,  The  First  Century  1792- 
1892".  This  is  a volume  which  must  be  in  the  library  of  any  seri- 
ous numismatist! 

Choice 
Uncirculated.  Obverse  head  is  from  the  hub  by  Longacre 
for  the  pattern  half  dollars  of  1859.

The  reverse  design  was  a notable  departure  from  prior  peace 
medals.  Instead  of  the  standard  Peace  and  Friendship  re- 
verse, this  medal  features  the  standing  figure  of  an  Indian 
in  feathered  headdress  and  blanket  facing  a white  man  in 
civilian  clothes.  An  American  flag  forms  the  backdrop. 
The  inscription  LABOR  VIRTUE  HONOR  is  above. 

Precise  mintage  figures  are  not  available  for  the  various 
sizes  of  these  medals,  however,  Father  Prucha  has  con- 
cluded that  162  were  made  and  of  these  40  were  subse- 
quently melted,  leaving  a net  amount  of  122. 

This  medal  is  heavily  toned  on  the  obverse  in  an  attractive 
array  of  rainbow  colors.  The  reverse  is  also  toned  in  multi- 
colors, but  somewhat  less  so  than  the  obverse.  There  are 
several  minor  edge  dents  and  field  marks.  There  is  evident 
wear  at  the  top  of  the  hole  where  a silver  ring  at  one  time 
suspended  the  medal.  All  of  this  is  consistant  with  the 
probability  that  it  saw  Indian  use. 

The  Garrett  Sale  IV  had  a similar  62mm  specimen  with 
scratches  in  the  left  reverse  field  which  realized  $6,500.00.
